Delhi, the 27 th May 1964 


No. F. 10 / 3 / 64 -GAD. —The undersigned most profoundly regrets 
to state that Shri Jawaharlal Nehru, Prime Minister of India passed 
away at 14.00 hours on the 27th of May, 1964. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 25 of the Negotiable 
Instruments Act, 1881 (No. 26 of 1881), read with the Government 
of India, Ministry of Home Affairs Notification No. F. 2/6/57, dated 
the 17th December, 1957, the Administrator of Delhi, has declared 
Wednesday the 27th of May and Thursday the 28th of May, 1964, to 
be public holidays in the Union Territory of Delhi, as a mark of 
respect to the late Shri Jawaharlal Nehru, Prime Minister of India. 

These days will be paid holidays for Industrial and daily rated 
employees. 

State mourning will be observed for twelve days unto and 
including the 8th . of June, 1964. ' F
